And Our Com- 
miſſary General of Muſters and his De- 
puties are hereby authorized and required 
to allow the Inſertion of the ſaid Dates 
accordingly, upon Certificates being pro- 
duced to them under the Hand of the 
Clerk of the Meetings, ſpecifying the 


Names and Days of Enrollment of each 


Man, and under the Hand of the Com- 
manding Officer, ſpecifying the Days of 
joining or of marching out of the County, 


in order to join, 
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AND WHEREAS we were pleaſed by 
the ſaid RuLES AND OxDess to grant 
Allowances to Parties, not exceeding Six 
Men, employed in eſcorting Deſerters, 
but it appearing not to have been ſuffi- 
ciently explained, in what Proportions 
the ſaid Allowances are to be made; 
We are therefore pleaſed hereby to ſig- 
nify and direct, that, whatever may be 
the actual Numbers of the Parties, the 
Allowances ſhall be in the proportion of

being the ſame Allowances as have been 

eſtabliſhed for Our other Forces.
